Nixon admitted there will be a 
deficit in his fiscal 1972 budget, 
now being drafted. Some offi­ 
cials have forecast a record 
billion spending total. But it will 
not be an inflationary deficit, 
Nixon promised, and he will not 
ask wage-priee ceilings or vol- 
unwary guidelines. 
The President gave a preview 
of both his State of the Union 
and budget m essages in a Mon­ 
day night interview with four 


network correspondents carried 
live on radio and television. 
The major thrust of his State 
of the Union m essage on Jan. 
22. he said, will be “ how w*> can 
give the people of this country 
an opportunity to make deci­ 
sions of what the government 
should be and what it does.” 
One of the approaches, Nixon 


said, will be a federal revenue- 
sharing plan for the financially 
distressed skates and cities that 
will go ‘‘far beyond proposals so 
far.” 
Another will be a new call to 
Congoes to enact his proposed 
overhaul of the welfare system , 
providing a minimum income to 
a1! 
impoverished 
Americans. 


Both plans must start anew in 
the 92nd Congress; the welfare 
bill was stalled in the adjourn­ 
ment rush of t*ie 91st Congress, 
and revenue sharing never got 
started.

Arctic cold drove deep into 
the natron's heartlands today on 
the heels of a weekend storm 
that staggered sections of the 
Plains and Midwest under foot* 
deep snows.

The clearing 
was frustrated by new snows 
during the day and drifting of 
what had fallen since early Sun­ 
day.

New Law Hits 


Gun-Wielders

Prison Term

WASHINGTON (A P) — The

The m easure contin­ 
ues for three years and greatly 
expands the 1908 Safe Streets 
Act, providirig law enforcement 
gram's to state and local govern­ 
ments. 
It also expands presidential 
protection and m akes it a feder­ 
al crim e to kill, assault or kid­ 
nap a member of Congress or a 
congressm an-elect. 
“ All crim inals should be cir 
notice,” said Senate Dem ocratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, who cosponsored the anti­ 
gun crim e legislation with Re­ 
publican Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania.

The legislation provides that 
firs*, offenders who carry a gun 
while 
com m itting

crim e are subject to a manda­ 
tory one-to-10-year prison sen­ 
tence. 
Subsequent convictions bring 
two to 25 years with no chance 
of suspension or 
parole. The 
prison term for carrying a gun 
is extra artd is piled on top the

PARIS (AP) — France has 
started the new year wfell a new 
approach to the drug problem— 
erne rather than punishment of 
drug takers and a sharp in­ 
crease in penalties for manufac­ 
turers and pushers. 
The new law reflects the re­ 
cent increase in drug taking and 
pressure from the United States 
to do something about the her 
oin factories in Marseille, where 
raw drugs from the Middle East 
are processed for shipment to 
the United States. 
For the first time, use of 
drugs rather than simple pos­ 
session is a crime. But proceed­ 
ings may be upended if the 
addict agrees to undergo reme­ 
dial treatment. And judges may 
order drug addicts to undergo 
treatment at approved institu­ 
tions in lieu of jail terms or 
fines 
Addicts are also guaranteed 
anonymity if they turn them­

programs for 33,000 
county employes and workers at 
Ohio’s ll state universities. 
He complains that some serv- 
ice classifications haven’t been 
updated since the late 1800s and 
“you don’t want a guy to be a 
horseshoer when what he really 
does is arc weld.” 
Another priority Corey project 
is training the disadvantaged 
and handicapped to public serv­ 
ice jobs. Corey has a special 
interest in the field. He still 
wears a full leg brace as a re­ 
sult of childhood polio—though 
he played basketball until he 
was 31. 
“ In many cases, just teach­ 
ing people to read and write 
might qualify them for a rea­ 
sonably good job instead of just 
being a bedpan chaser,” he 
says.

Unscientific Farce 


Many of the 5,500 scientists who par­ 
ticipated in the annual meeting of the 
American Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science must have returned to 
their homes wondering whether it was 
worth while, or more to the point wheth­ 
er they will bother to go to another 
sr ch meeting. 
iSot that there wasn’t much to be 
learned or accomplished scientists to 
be heard. It was that many of the per­ 
sons who chaired the various sessions 
abandoned their authority to a handful 
of rowdies who pretended to be doing 
their thing by totally disrupting the 
proceedings and in some cases com­ 
mandeering the stage and forcing the 
featured speaker from the scene. 
Science formerly was a disciplined 
profession in which those who chose to 
join assumed professional responsibili- 
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ties because they considered the work 
they were doing important. Most scien­ 
tists undoubtedly still feel that way. 
Why, then, did so many permit so 
few to make such a spectacle of an an­ 
nual forum which in the past has been 
an important relay point for ideas, 
knowledge and challenge? 
The radicals who marred the meet 
obviously were in no humor to be rea­ 
soned with. As one of their ringleaders 
said, “They’re not here to educate us. 
We're here to educate them. The more 
disrupting we do, the more education 
occurs.” 
One of the few acts of leadership in 
the convention was performed by a

knitting needle. Few other points were 
scored.

Although he 
weeps constantly he considers 
himself lucky to be alive. 
“The 
surgeons 
were 
very 
good men, very good men,” said 
the young Seminole Indian of 
the doctors who succeeded in 
patching his body but were un­ 
able to close a tear duct on his 
left eye. 
“The one who worked on my 
left eye was a very great man. 
They did not think it could be 
saved” he said. 
The 
handsome 
19-year-old 
from the Seminole Okalee In­ 
dian Village was struck by at 
least two cars, and probably 
ihree, in a hitchhiking accident 
last September. His jaw was 
crushed, both hi* arms broken 
in many places, his left collar 
bone splintered and seven ribs 
shattered. 
As police reconstructed the 
sequence of events, Osceola was 
first knocked down by a hit and 
run driver who left him lying in 
the road. A second car then 
struck the unconscious man. 
The second driver went *o no­ 
tify 
the 
police. 
When 
they 


reached the scene they found 
Osceola in a roads.de canal 
where he had apparently been 
tossed by another hit and run 
car. 
“ I will not die,” Osceola told 
police who fou <d him lying with 
only his face above water in the 
canal beside an empty stretch 
of U.S. Highway 27 west of Hoi* 
lvwood. “Please do not let me 
die.” 
Osceola was unconscious for a 
mon'h. But after nearly four 
months in the hospital, be was 
back on his feet. 
He now works as a guide for 
tourists to support his young 
wife and two small children.

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Court Rules U.S. Housing 
Must Also Fight Segregation 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
U.S. 3rd Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals has ruled that federal 
hous ng programs must work to 
alleviate racial segregation. 
Judge John J. Gibbons, who 
wrote tile opinion, said the Civil 
Rights Acts of 1964 and 1968 re­ 
quired federal housing agencies 
to study the impact of every 
new project on racial integra­ 
tion. 
“Increase or maintenance of 
racial concentration is likely to 
lead to urban blight and is thus 
a* variance with the national 
housing policy,” he wrote in the 
opinion made public Monday. 
He said the court was not sug­ 
gesting that desegregation 
of 
housing “is the only goal of the 
national housing policy.” 
“There 
will 
be 
instances 
where a pressing case can be 
made for the rebuilding of a ra­ 
cial ghetto,” he said. 
“We hold only that the agen­ 
cy’s judgement must be an in­ 
formed one, which weighs the 
alternatives and finds than the 
need for physical rehabilitation 
or additional minority housing 
at the site In question clearly 


outweighs the disadavntage of 
increasing or perpetuating ra­ 
cial concentration.” 
A lawyer who argued the case 
for residents who fought a low 
income apartment project in 
their 
neighborhood 
said 
he 
thought the decision would be as 
far-reaching as the Supreme 
Court’s order in 1954 to end 
school segregation. 
“We think it I’s terribly impor­ 
tant that the court has declared 
for the first time that the feder­ 
al government has an obligation 
to end housing segregation,” 
said Edwin W. Wolf of the Law­ 
yers 
Committee 
for 
Civil 
Rights. 
Tile appeals court reversed a 
U.S. District Court ruling that 
had permitted federal financing 
of a 110-unit project. It had been 
challenged 
by 15 white and 
black residents of the East Pop­ 
ular 
Urban 
Renewal 
Area, 
where the project was located. 
They said the project would 
increase “the already high con­ 
centration of low income black 
residents” and that this would 
adversely affect their invest­ 
ments in homes and businesses

BIRMINGHAM. Mich. 
(AP) 
— Hie city commission has 
shelved under community pres­ 
sure a proposal to bring in a 
group of disadvantaged youths 
to live and attend school here. 
Efforts to set up the project 
under a national program called 
“A Better Chance” (ABC) were 
laid aside when the commission 
came under fire from angry 
homeowners in this wealthy, 
virtually all-white Detroit sub­ 
urb of 25,000. 
Earlier students at the high 
school involved in the plan, 
which has an enrollment of 
about 2,000 had called for rejec­ 
tion of the program, which they 
called “patronizing.” The city 
now has only three black high 
school students. 
The ABC plan, sponsored by 
Dartmouth College, calls for IO 
bright youths 
from 
disavan- 
taged areas to live in a commu- 
unity and attend its schools for 
two years. In Birmingham, the 
youths would have lived togeth­ 
er and attended the city’s Sea- 
helm High School. 
Initial response to the plait 
seemed favorable, and on Dec. 
IO the city commission passed a 
zoning amendment to allow the 
expected ABC students to live 
together in one dwelling unit. 
But on Dec. 21, despite pre­ 


vious expressions of approval, 
the Seaholm High School Stu­ 
dent Commission voted not to 
support ABC, which they called 
“tokenism.” 
On Dec. 23, homeowners de­ 
scribed by Birmingham Mayor 
Ruth McNamec as “hostile ann 
racist” crowded into a city com­ 
mission meeting and persuaded 
the commissioners to rescind 
the zoning amendment. 
The homeowners claimed the 
students would be “a bad influ­ 
ence” and bring down property 
values 
and 
that the 
zoning 
amendment would permit an in­ 
vasion of “white hippies.” 
“This commission is sticking 
their nose where they don’t 
have any business,” said former 
commissioner 
Lance 
Minor. 
“We don’t need any problems 
brought in from the outside.” 
The high school student com­ 
mission said implementation of 
tile plan would only provide Bir­ 
mingham citizens with a “good 
excuse to pat themselves on the
